(Editors Note: In commemorating the 10th_ anniversary of the 
American military withdrawal from Indochina, newspapers, TV networks 
andnews magazines in recent Weeks have devoted a considerable amount 
of air time and printed columns to the tragic history of our involvement in 
thatbrutal andmisguided war whose social, political and economic impact 
on both the US and Vietnam, not to mention the costly human sufferings， 
both then and now， still persists today. While politicians in Washington， 
DC, and historians in academia debate over whether we as anation have 
learned anything from that horrible experience, one thing seems certain， 
thatthe same racist attitudetoward Asians sotragicallyexemplifiedbythe 
senseless massacre at My Lai, is still alive and well in the US. TIhe 
following guesteditorial is reprinted from a letter by Frank Sato, national 
president of the Japanese American Citizens League，sSent to the 
丈 asjpznston Postin responseto acommentmadeby SenatorPaulTribble 
of Virginia in a Series of articles on the Vietnam warinthatpaper. Weare 
reprinting his letter here not only because webelieve that Mr. Sato's point 
is well taken, but because we need to remind ourselves, again and again， 
that we can ill-afford to forgethistory as we confrontthe present and shape 
ourfuture in America. President Reagan may want us to bury the lessons 
from the past，whether it be our imperialistic arrogance of power in 
Indochina or the holocaust in Nazi Germany，but we must remain 
vigilant.)

1960Ss: A Welterof Conflicting Legacies,”front page, April15] wasread 
with both shock and sadness: Shockthatamemberofthe U.S. Senate 一 the 
world's foremost deliberative body 一 would display such blatant racial 
Prejudice; sadness on reflecting how little we have progressed as a Society. 

The image of swarming Asians throwing their lives away in war Or 
religious frenzy might be held by those with ignorance of Asia. Ithas been 
reinforced by stereotypes of “yellow people.” 

Such a stereotype is insulting. Theloss of Asiantlife inbattle orcauseis 
comparable to the religious wars and Christian martyrs of European and 
American history.

Unchallenged statements ，, 
Perspectives in Liu Trials 


Dnuring the course ofthe legal proceedings in the Taiwan trials of Vice 
Admiral Wang Hsi-ling and Chen Chi-li，both now convicted and 
sentencedto life imprisonment forthe assassination of Henry Liu, SeVeral 
disturbing, 过 not dangerous, statements and perspectives Were disclosed 
and propounded upon by both the prosecutors and the defendants， bnut 
unfortunately, none were challenged. However, for Chinese Americans 
concerned about their rights under the US constitution, these Statements 
and perspectives cannot be left unchallenged. 

First of all,in defending his action, Chen saidhe wasledto believethat 
silencing and killing an “ungrateful traitor ”was a loyal and patriotic act 
that deserved government commendation and reward，instead of 
prosecution and punishment, He felt betrayed by his own government 
which had been extolling just such a virtue in the pastdecades. Secondly， 
Prior to the disclosure of their identities, the murderers, upon their return 
from the successful mission in the US, were in fact greeted as VIPs and 
national heroes by government officials at the Iaipei airport and lzter， 
each was handed $20,000 reward from the government treasury. Ihey， 
however; flatlyrefused to acceptthe cash reward because they considered 
it their patriotic duty to carry out the execution. 

Thirdly，the Taiwan government obviously regarded all Chinese 
anywhere to beits citizens,thus subjecttoitsjurisdiction, eyen iftheyhave 
taken up citizenship in other countries，such as the US because the 
government Prosecutors claimed that Henry Liu， though he had 
renounced his ROC (Taiwan)j citizenship when he was Sworn in as an 
American citizen, had failed to file appropriate Papers with the 工 aiwan 
authorities to officially renounce his status as a citizen of the ROC. 
Fourthljy，the use of underworld organizations，Such as the United 
Barboo gang, to conduct intelligence work in Taiwan and abroad and to 
Suppess,， if not eliminate，Chinese critics overseas，wWas regarded as 
justifiable and legitimate， Even while the furor was raging Over the 
connection between the military intelligence and the underworld, Defense 
Minister Soong Chang-chih told Taiwanese legislators in March that 
“using gangsters to establish intelligence networks is 7zOL 3 bad idea.” 

Fifth, as a result of the normalization of US-China relations in 1979， 
the Taiwan government felt compelled to step up its intelligence activities 
in the US, especially in the Chinese American community, not only to 
suppress its critics but also to promote defections among Visiting Scholars 
and government representatives from China and toturn some ofthem, by 
any means necessary, into Taiwan's spies Upon their return to China. 
Lastly，in the name of national sovereignty，the Taiwan government 


reServes the right to _ protect its citizens，who have crossed national 
boundaries to commit crimes，from extradition demands，even though 
these same citizens may have been hired by the government to go overseas 
to carry out terrorist acts，Such as the killing of Henry LIu. 

TIhenaked display of such perspectives and mentalityis indeed acause 
for alarm forthe Chineseinthe US and worldwide. Unbeknownsttothem， 
Chinese American citizenship is not honored unless they file appropriate 
papers of renunciation with the Taiwan government.ChineseAmericans 
are expected to be loyal to the Taiwan regime, otherwise they are Subject 
to Taiwan's long arms of the law. 

It is therefore not without reason that many Chinese Americans are 
fearful oftheir own safety in the exercise oftheir constitutional rights. We 
wonder what President Reagan thinks about the above perspectives and 
mentality of the Taiwan government and what he plans to do to protect 
Chinese Ameircans from such glaring disregard of Chinese American 
Tights and awesome power at its disposal in the US. We mustonce again 
ask why he has remained Silernit on this matter. 口

The ABL forum,“Money 一 How 
to get it. How to keep it,”is part of 
a Series of professional workshops 
and seminars the nearly one-year 
old Southern California chapter of- 
fers its members. Under the leader- 
ship of president Gary Wong, presi- 
dent of Wedbush Leasing Inc. in 
Los Angeles and one of the 
founders of ABL in SF，the

In order to gain financial security 
through money management and 
tax Planning，you should dare to 
take a bigger，but still calculated 
Tisk，agreed the _ investment couUn- 
sellors on the money management 
panel.

Sof the Internal Revenue Code per- 
mits qualifying _ corporations with 
35 or fewer Shareholders to be taxed 
as a partnership，thus eliminating 
the _ corporate income tax，these 
“Subchapter S_ Corporations” are 
not recognized in California. 
Therefore，taxpayers Should note 
that the advantages of a “Sub- 
chapter S_Corporation” are only 
available for federal income PT- 
Poses. 

Besides _ considering Which tax 
Shelter vehicle best suits yoOUr PUT- 
poses，you should also _ determine 
whether the tax Shelter works. Ask 
yourself whether you can sell the 
building afterwards，whether the 
whole deal works，suggested Cole. 

BEWARE 

Finally, in selecting a tax Shelter， 
beware of offers that are too good 
to be true，especially those that 
SwamPp investors at the end of the 
year，advised Cole. The attorney 
cautioned participants to be 
Suspicious of tax Shelters that pro- 
mise greater ,than three-to-one 
returns on their dollar.

The series，which was underwrit- 
ten by General Electric， was 
awarded an JInternational Emmy 
for Best Documentary of 1984. Vec- 
chione believes that the documen- 
tary is very vital，particularly，at 
this moment in time， because， 
“China is a very important part of 
the world in which we live in.?” 

He admits a long-time interest in 
China and when he started viewing 
the episodes Six months ago he said， 
“Episode after episode, images just 
exploded on the Screen 一 things I

18 
months between 1981 to 83 with a 
budget in excess of $8 million . 

Vecchione calls the work“a tour 
de force,”and after jnitially view- 
ing the 12 cassettes of the series， 
claimed it took only five minutes to 
Strike a deal with the filmmakers 
after they walked in the door. 

I asked Vecchione if he thought 
the series would demystify and dis- 
Spell past and ongoing stereotypes 
oflithe Chinese people*His response 
was,， . “Absolutely， no question 
abonut it in my mind. It deals with 
the Subject in an intelligent way 
throughout. It looks at China in a 
humanistic way。It wipes away all 
the stereotypes.?” 


BIRTH CONTROL 

Documentaries in the past have 
addressed the obvious question of 
the pitfalls and advantages of living 
in a restrictive Communist Society， 
Does _ this documentary provide 
such an analysis? That，he re- 
sponds, is an academic question for 
a Scholar. But he does feel that the 
filjm portrays both aspects of 
lifestyle that are restrictive and 
aspects that are not. For example， 
the birth control jssue. 

“To an extent, it?s restrictive. But 
it"Ss not really，because it's for the 
common good of all.”This kind of 
nationalistic Spirit，Vecchione ad- 
mits runs very Strong in China.

JU12， Wayne Wang's long-awaited 
movie about Chinese Americans， 
will finally reach the big screen on 
May 13 atthe Cannes Film Festival 
in France. 了 wo years in the making， 
D11a 91 is Wang's first film since 
CHhan 7s Missizg which was named 
one of the ten best films of 1982 by 
the Nemw Yo Tazev. 

While Cjpam was shot in black 
and White at a cost of$25,000, Dzm 
9U1a is a full-length，color 35 mm 
flm. Said Wang last week at the 
office of his producer，SF architect 
Vincent Tai“We wantedto be able 
to make a movie with a 
predominantly Asian cast and crew， 
amd it s avery polished, professional 
Imovie that I think all of us can be 
Proud of.” 

After Cannes,， Dizz Sz7zz willLnot 
be shown again until its commercial 
release in the United States， 
probably in late August or 
September，Explained Wang, “It 
will take three months to set up the 
movie 一 doing the publicity and 
getting theaters all lined up.”His 
distributor，Orion，will place it in 
major theatres nationally. 

As Wang, 35,andTai,41,talked 
excitedly abonut their first joint film， 
they seemed more like students 
discussing a School project than 


Americans and to try to use a 
preodminantly Asian-American 
Crew too. 

Added Tai“LTd have to say in 
honesty that at least this first film 
we re making, we donthave profit in 
mind， We would of course like to 
make back the investment，but the 
profit is not the foremost motive. We 
wantto do a good job. We wantto be 
able totell people that we can do it 一 
we're willing to learn. 

“In factb 工 think that's why 
Wayne wanted to team up with me 
and the whole gang here, instead of 
teaming up with a big studio in 
Hollywood，so that Wayne himself 
could take total, 100 percent artistic 
control. I suppose Wayne might not 
be able to do as well if there was 3 
Schedule， a tme limit with 
pressures. ... So Ithink it's good in 
that sense, that we are able to take 
our time and keep changing the 
Script， Or whatever we need to 
change. . .. But Ithink its bad, just 

from the standpoint that when you 
have no control，you tend to do 让 
Slower. There's no perfect solution .2”

TI_ first learned of conflicts 
between the Press and the politicians 
When I was a cub reporter for my 
School newspaper.、 The student 
government demanded that an 
additional page of the newspaper be 
devoted to _ student activities and 
threatened to reduce funding for the 
paperifits request was denied. In the 
following issue，the sta 位 ran an 
editorial denouncing the 
governments interference “with 
freedom of the press. TIhe student 
government hastily retracted its 
demand. To reinforce its stand, the 
papernow runs aline atthebottom of 
the staff box: “TIhis newspaper 
Tecognizes the Privileges and the 
Iesponsibilities associated with its 
constitutional right to operate free of 
censorship.” In this skirmish 
between the press and the 
politicians, the press triumphed. It is 
my contention that the press usually 
emerges 3S the victor in Such 
confrontations ， due to inherent 
advantages unavailable to the 
politicians. 

Journalists have alwaySs been 
powerful and influential 人 figures. 
Ninety years ago, William Randolph 
Hearst reportedly provoked the 
Spanish American Warbyinventing 
accounts of Spanish atrocities in 
Cuba._ In :our generation， both 
political parties have invited Walter 
Cronkite to run for president Several 
times. Why are journalists So 
Powerful in Politics 

First of all, the press controls the 
scope of our political knowledge. As 


Winston Churchill remarked， 
“There's no _ Such thing as public 
opinion; there is only published 
opinion.” Last fall，we Saw an 
example of Churchills aphorism at 
work. No one paid any attention to 
John Zacarross business affairs 
until his wife was nominated forvice- 
president. If he had not become a 
publlc figure, the court as weljlj as the 
public mighthave ignored his alleged 
unethical conduct， ABC News 
executive .Je 任 ”Gralnick once 


-boasted,“Wetell the public, here's 


what you Should worry about, here's 
what you Shouldn't worry about.” 
Irealized the extent of the Power 
of the press when TI attended the 
Republican National Convention in 
Dallas last summer as a reporter for 
KEALW Public Information Radio. 
During the week，most Dallas 
newspapers devoted more Space to 
Ferraro's _ finances than to the 
convention. Delegates were asked to 
comment not on the convention 
itself but， rather， on Ferraro's 
predicament，TIhe Press gave the 
GOP a chance to _ attack Ferraro 
rather than defend the Republican 
record. In this case, it was the pressS， 
notthe politicians, that declded what 
political news was Significant. 
When the press reports political 
news, it is likely to emphasize drama 
over content.， IThe public wants 
excitement; the press, always trying 
to appeal to the public, provides this 
excitement. Ihe politician who 
wants “public 。 exposure ”must 
“expose”himself to Roger Mudd， 
George Will or Sam Donaldson who 
sometimes attacks like a hound dog 
drawing blood from a baited bear. 
The press will never allow James 
Wattorthe publicto forgetthatWatt 
had appointed “two Jews，one 
cripple .and one black.” The 
politician faces trialbeforethejury of 
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journalist with rightof mapeas corpMs 
Suspended. Richard Nixon is not the 
only politician who has had to insist 
in SO many words, “TI am not a 
CTOOK.” 

Reporters are So eager to make 
politics _ dramatic that they often 
make mistakes. On the third night of 
the Republican Convention, [heard 
rumors. that Senator Laxalt had 
fallen from the eighth foor of the 
Anatole Hotel. II was about to 
broadcast ， this ， rumor ”when 
Associated Press denied any truth in 
it. Fortunately, I was saved from the 
mistake. However， the major 
networks werenot as fortunate when， 
in April，1981，they assured the 
public that John Hinkleys bullets 
had missed President Reagan. Forty 
minutes passed before the mistake 
was Corrected. 

Most reporters do not create 
drama by intentionally reporting 
false information. They do, however, 
ignite dramatic controversy “by 
reporting confidential newWS， 
Broadcasters generally agreed that 
President Reagan's warmup Sessions 
before his weekly radio talks were 
“off-the-record.” However， Ann 
Devroy of the Gannett News 
Service, a print reporter, felt no such 
obligation and reported that Reagan 
had joked, “. . .Tve Signed legis- 
lation that will outlaw 了 Russia 
forever. We begin bombing in five 
minutes.、 Within a day, every major 
network and newSspaper had run the 
story.、 TIhe antirnuclear activists 
thought that Reagan was about to 


initiate World War IIHJ，while the . 


Soviet press denounced Reagan for 
“Shooting from .the hip.”Followers 
of .the 1984 campaign， would 
remember for a long time Jesse 
Jackson s offthe-record reference to 
Jews as“Hymies.”Both Reagan s 
joke and Jackson s ,Tacial ,slur 
became major points of controverSy 
for weeks- It is not diftficult to 
understand why politicians grow 
uneasy When reporters are around. 
Politicians may learn to be wary 
of making o 仁 the-record comments， 
bnuit they can do _ little to protect 
themselves against the 
“anonymous” Sources TIeporters 
have_ used to dramatize political 
events Since Watergate, Now there 
are “Deep Throats”everywhere. A 
reporter who needs a dramatic angle 
on `“ American intervention “in 
Nicaragua can Simply call an old 
“anonymous”acquaintance at the 
State Department who passes on the 


latest gossip about new Plans to aid. 


the comtraS. The front page Story in 
the _ next morning's paper quotes 
”authoritative” but ，unnamed 
SoOurces within the State Department 
as revealinganewefforttounseatthe 
Sandinistas. 了 Politicians are So 
frightened by such sources that they 
call them“leaks.”President Nixon 
was fearful enoughtoillegallytapthe 
telephones ofhis own staffmembers. 
Anonymous SoUrces Symbolize the 
politicians” loss of control over the 
flow of information and the presS” 
gain in control over the manner of 
news Teporting. 

So far II have discussed ways in 
which reporters manipulate political 
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news，but，by editorializing，the 
political commentator enjoys 
influence beyond the beat reporter 
who is required to adhre to the facts. 
When the commentator SaySs,“ 工 
think,”it is interpreted as “millions 
of peoplethink.”When wehearTom 
WicKker criticize the Reagan 
administration's reluctance in armrs 
reduction，we forget that that is the 
opinion of only one man. Even a 
reporter who is Supposed to limit 
himself to the “who，what，when， 
where and why ”ofa story is affected 
by his own prejudices, While at the 
Republican Convention，I_ broad- 
cast Spontaneous _ commentaries 
about the events of the day. 工 
reported to my audience that 
Katherine Ortega s keynote address 
-was dul and that Jeanne 
Kirkpatrick s Speech was fiery.Ihad 
been sent to the convention as. a 
reporter en route 工 became an 
instant commentator. 


Political commentators often re- 
duce candidates to caricatures，JIn 
1976,the commentator made Jimmy 
Carter the unknown evangelist from 
Plains， Georgia, the romantic figure 
embodyingthe agrarian virtues ofthe 
mythical South. In 1980, the pundits 
Presented Ronald Reagan as the 
trigger-happy，overgrown cowboy.
